The laws of 
the three worlds will hold all of us • 
the law of mutter down in the bnse- 
iiiciit of our nature, the law of mind 
higher up in nature, law of spirit, 
upper story of our nature, which looks 
in the face of God, the ruler of the 
eternal world, and we men cannot be 
mil genuine, 
rounded, 
equipped, 


profound men that have not this re- 
lation to the three worlds, to this 
Imdy. mind and spirit. The glory of 
that organ is thai all of its keys re- 
spond to the master touch. The glory 
of the organist Is the sweep of the 
whole kiy-hoard in harmony, and 
every one" ot us has two relations 
pitched in every ilrcle, with mnii, 
body, mlnd.splrtt.personallty, power, 
home, church, nation, (iod and nun, 
time and eternity. Here man savs I 
Mill stand true to the relatloni-hlp 
win re (iod has placed me. 


Now let us take up first the body. 


The church makes so much of the 
sphit and the school makes so much 
of the Intellect-nobody hut the phy- 
sician makes cLough of the body. 
There i.s nothing in tills world, in 
the material way, so beautiful, so ex- 
iiuisitc, so wonderful 
as a 
mini's 


hoil\. Men talk about the beauty of 
the' (lowers, stars, planets, and i-hy, 
but no where has God maduauytliing 
so wonderful—no embroidery so deli- 
cate, no color so exquisite, no machin- 
ery, that the mechanism is so marvel- 
ous as the wonderlut human body. I 
know that Cow per on the verge of in- 
san'ty wrote once these words which 
he regretted afterwaid: "Men may 
endeavor to shun Ibis htr.'cl as bcmath 
its care." Wiser men than Co*per 
call you and me to the responsibilities 
we have to our bodies to keep them 
pure and strong. 
Know that (iod 


made you ami sou are the lomph of 
the living God, therefore glorify <iod 
in the body and spirit which arc Ills. 
You and I should have highest pi ide 
in keeping our bodies as strong as we 
can make them, and as well devel- 
oped. As you look at tliespeakcr this 
afternoon, you might remember w hat 
I'aesar said about (,'aslu.s: "He h.is u 
lean and hungry l<iok, lieware of him. 
That is a man to beware of —a man 
with m> superfluous llcsh." 


I believe one of the largrst elements 


of success In this life is due toa good, 
animal body. The first element U to 
have strength: 
you should iwver 


know you have a stomach, or a head 
except when you think, then ;. ou 
know. A mechanic may have tools 
of the very sharpest edge and the finest 
steel, but What is (he use unless he 
has a vigorous arm and skillful bund. 
He may have, a; great granary cf 
knowledge, Hut what is the use if he 
has absence of body. I know great 
men have done great things in sjiitc 
of the body. Milton wrote bis "1'ara- 
ilise" after he wa« blind; Julius 
Ciiesiir planned those battles of his, 
although lie had an epileptic fit every 
ten days; Johnson with a club foot, 
>lilton, 
blind eyes, 
and Pope so 


haunchcd hack that people said of 
him, "there goes a little Interrogation 
point." Those men did not do great 
things liecau^e of weak bodies, but 
In spite of weak bodies; but a man 
with intellect and spirit plus body is 
lietter far. 
licad history ; think of the great 


men, 
Schiller, liurke, 
Gladstone, 


everyone said (iod helping me, I have 
n sound mind in a sound Imdy. lie a 
man phvsically, if God will help yon 
to be. lieen your Iwdy pure, holy 'ind 
healthy. When Cicero was my ngc, 
somewhere between siMcen and sixty, 
he was afflicted with dyspepsia. 
A 


friend said to him, " You must do one 
of two things—yon must go to a g\ m- 
nasium or go to a doctor. 
Guess 


which he went to. 
(I wonder if .my 


doctors are here this afternoon: but 
they are good natnred people and can 
stand little Joke at their expense.) 
lie went to the gymnasium. 
Did 


you ever read that significant chapter 
In the Scripture. Ksau was very -ick 
and sent for a physician and Inter, 
Ksau 
slept with his fathers. \ cry 


natural sentence. Did jou ever no- 
tice that when a man dies without 
medical attendance they call a Cor- 
oner's Jurv to decide what be died of. 
if he had medical attendance, they 
never call a jury, they know what 
he died of. What a break that was 
1'rofessor Fculoii made last Sunda v to 
his students. He said :" Faith is trust, 
let us take the physician for an ex- 
ample. The physician looks at me, 
fives a prescription written in Latin, 


cannot read It—what do I do—liave 


confidence in the doctor and take that 
medicine, that Is faith. 
"MineI* not 


to reason why, mine Is not to n tike 


ily, mine is but to do and die." 
at is enough for the doctor-, I 


won't say any more about them. 


Next week Dr. Sagcbccr Is goinn to 


speak of the greatest man In tbe 
world. ' I can tell you of the greii test 
man produced In the nineteenth ecn- 
tury. A man marvelous for his moral 
force as well as great personality, 
died at the 
age 
of 
eighty-nine. 


Around the great man Gladstone at 
tighty-nlne years of age, revolved 
force and Idea* that moved tbe world. 
On his eighty-seventh birthday I was 
at his castle with him a few weeks. 
One day I nald, tell us tbe secret of 
your health and success as Pi line 
Minister. The old man said with be- 
coming modesty: "1 do not know 
whether T have been n success, but I 
cnn account for what I have done In 
three ways: First, 1 have alvaya 
kept my bedroom well ventilated, my 


diet well regulated, and linve always 
tried to keen my spirit in sympathy 
with the higher realm of thinking." 
In these two things of the body and 
one of the mind, Gladstone said: 
"Those two things, one of higher as- 
piration to keep my mind clear, and 
the other to give me elasticity nud 
vigor of body have given splendid, 
magnificent spiritual attainments.1' 


Men, 
then, try to bo very careful of 


the body. I do not see how anybody 
can study this marvelous, exquisite 
thing we call the human body, with- 
out both awe and reverence. 
The 
stomach supplies the 
vessels with 


food, the lungs nourish the blood. 
This engine here without fireman or 
engineer Herds a stream through the 
body. The voice of the body Is the 
voice of the star. 
The hand that 


made me is Divine. 


Care for the body — bu men physi- 


cally In health, In holiness— remem- 
ber the body is the temple of the liv- 
ing God. 


'['ho eye Is the organ for light, car 


for sound, bird for flying, fish for 
swimming. Our brains arc organized 
for intellectual development, and 1 
think we hare learned in the last 
twenty-five years what education Is. 
When I was a lioy (not many yearn 
ago) 
education was taking something 


out of a book anil putting It into a 
man's head. What's education now? 
Learning what everyone of us are 
made for and developing ourselves in 
that 
direction. 
Education 
isn't 


learning. A man may bu very much 
learned and not educated. 


A blockhead Is n limn ignomiitly 


loaded with knowledge, and cannot 
make u living, but If he sticks to his 
catling as physician, lawyer, tele- 
graph 
operator, 
shorthand writei, 


mill hand, musician, and trains him- 
self in that direction, he will become 
an educated man no mattei what the 
calling is. My father called me on 
my eighth birthday while sitting in 
his study, (he was a piofessor.) 1 
WHS placing out on the grass with a 
hull. He came to the window to 
congratulaU me on my age of eight. 
1 guess 1 walked slowly to that study, 
as 1 used to get some things then.* 
that I did not relish very much. 1 
walked to my father and he said : 
"My boy, you arc eight years old to- 
day, now your father wants In know 
what you arc going to t-e when you 
get to lie a great big man," (He had 
a wonderful imagination, didn't he? 
a great big man.) I looked Into his 
face and said: "Why, father, there's 
only one thing a man would want to 
be, (he expected, ol course, I would 
say professor.) I said : "Hack driver." 
ily wise father said: "M> boy, nil I 
list of jou, is this: be the Ixst hack 
driver in town when you luarn." 


Wasn't that wisdom? 
If nature 


meant me to be a hack driver, 1 was 
to be an educated man, fit to drive 
well anil safely. Education Is only 
cultivation. 


Last February, I went to a State 


fair in Florida. 1 was surprised to 
Hud hanging up on one side of a bale 
of cotton, a sign with the.se words. 
which a very careful, grave man told 
me were absolutely accurate. "This 
cotton in the raw slate won hi bring 
me $123.17; made into haiulkeichlefs 
and sold for ten cents each would 
bring in til, ADO; made into spools of 
thread and sold for h'vc cents would 
bring in $2,700; made Into yarn for 
fine lace would bring in $25,000, and 
into lace 
itself 
would 
bring 
in 


$52,1)00." lie said that was true, the 
result of accurate, careful calculation. 
What had been done to the cotton? 
It had been educated, in raw state it 
was worth only $123. 
Educated 


(which means to dniw out) brought 
It from $123 to $u2,000. 


I Just came this last week from the 


mining region. I found a calculation 
there in talking 
with 
an 
expert 


miner. I picked up a dingy shape- 
less piece of iron ore, and asked how 
much It wits worth. 
He said ten 


cents, 
Huppose you would throw it 


into a furnace, and come out pig iron, 
how much? 104 cents. If I subject 
it to the lurnace heat ngain and 
change that pig iron into steel, how 
much? 60!) cents. Into small par- 
ticles of steel for the Inside of watch- 
es, how much? $13.82. What has 
been done to the shapeless piece of 
iron? It has been educated. Drawn 
out Into magnificent steel, and in- 
stead of lieing worth ten cents, it is 
worth $13.82. 


You and I educated, become manly 


men, and with a determined will 
throw ourselves 
into 
the calling 


where we will, and will excel wher- 
c\cr (iod has placed us. There is a 
day coining, I hope, wh( n every body 
can be educated. A little learning 
doesn't hurt. Not very long ago I 
saw this advertisement : "Our town 
is soc.ii to have a schoolhnuse, cap- 
able of holding 500 pupils, lite siorics 
high." That person had not been 
educated to write the Knglish lan- 
guage. 
I saw in a Texas paper: 


"Wanted, boys for 6000 sh"ep that can 
speak Spanish fluently." That person 
hud not been educated to write the 
Knglish language. 


Not long ago one of our stale papers 


said: "A little son of John Kmehmm 
was run over on main street by a 
large ear with wire eyes, and has not 
spoken since." I saw in New York 
these words, advertising a hotel for 
the coming summer: "Will be kept 
open during the coming summer by 
widow of the former owner, who died 
last winter, and is now run on Im- 
proved plan." That person had not 
been educated. 
You see all through 


the world hick of education, pliysical 
education, mental education. Now to 
my subject, lastly, my little boy once 
said: "fa, its nice to hear you say 
lastly, if you don't say 'finally' after- 
wards," and I will say lastly with no 
finally. 
Its line to have physical manliness 


and intellectual manliness. 
Its finer 


still to have moral and spiiltnal man- 
liness. The possession of thai one 
thing Is worth all else in the world, 
without it genius is fatal. 
Let me 


give three illustrations in history. 
There is Julius Caesar, he was the 
most versatile man the world ever 
produced, was the richest architect, 
greatest bridge builder, finest linguist 
and mathematician, and you seldom 
find that in one man. Gladstone and 
Caesar were exceptions. 
Like Ed- 


inimd Durke, the greatest orator of 
his day except Cicero, Caesar was 
the greatest general of his day. Caesar 
hail power to be the greatest man 
ever 
produced except 
Moses, 
the 


Apostle Paul, Bon of Man, Son of 
God 01 Jesus 
Christ, but 
friends, 


Caesar was thirty-eight years of age, 
you remember, when he gave himself 
with all his gifts over to hose sensual- 
ity, and when he died, he died leav- 
i 


spirit. 
There's Napoleon Bonaparte, 
by 


nature a limn given over essentially 
to overcome and force aggrandize- 
ment. In that direction he could say 
a man without conscience. 
He eared 


for no man, if that man stood In bis 
path. Bonapar'e did not die unsung, 
but he did die unwept. With all his. 
gifts and splendid triumphs, the man 
forgot his spirit and his God. There's 
Byron. Did man ever desire a more 
beautiful face. Study it In the pic- 
ture, Jam! see the broad forehead ; those 
glorious eyes of his, that beautiful 
mouth of his. What a man he was 
physically" When he was thirty-six 
yean of age, Byron like Burns, lived 
such a life ; his June Is November. 
"My days are the yellow leaf; the 
wormt the canker and the grief are 
mine alone. " Lord Byron had for- 
gotten bis spirit. 


When you want to know whether a 


man is a man, never ask what educa- 
tion or money be has acquired or the 
splendor of his living; ask only this: 
What is that man moially, socially 
and Intellectually? 
Which are the 
principles by which that man lives? 
Is he a vortex, drawing everything to 
himself, or a fountain, sending out to 
his fellow men. I have this desire 
foi you, that by higher thinking and 
nobler living, you may have a high 
moral manUmn, and high spiritual 


, 
, 


ing a name black upon the pages of 
history. 
Julius Caesar forgot his 


character, and may you stand before 
the world and take this as your life's 
motto: 


"I live for those that love me, 
For those that know me true, 
For the heavens that bend above 


me, 


And awaits my coming, too. 
For those that need assistance, 
For wrongs that need resistance, 
For the future in the distance, 
Far the good that I can do." 
Then you will be a man, for a 


man U crowned at last by the favor 
and approbation and welcome of God 
himself.

CIVIL COfJBT. 


At the term of Civil Court last 


week Judge Stout made a record, one 
that will be hard for any of his 
neighbors to approch and almost .Im- 
possible for them to heat. In five 
days of court, with a listof thirty-two 
cases, twenty-one were finally dis- 
posed of and will not appear on the 
list again unless there are some new 
trials granted, which is very doubt- 
ful. 
Some of these cases were only 


started at the September terra, of this 
year. Our trial list seems to be in 
most excellent shape. 


One of the most important was that 


of the Commonwealth against Edgar 
P. Smith. About two years ago an 
enterprising baker over in Trenton, 
N. J., Joseph L. Strong, 
looked 
across the Delaware and took in the 
county from Morrisville to Yardley. 
At Yardley there was but one baker 
and he had no delivery team in the 
street. Strong, believing be saw a 
good opening for trade, dispatched 
one of bis most trusty drivers, Kdgar 
P. Smith, to the Pennsylvania side 
to see what there was in it. Soon 
Smith bad a large delivery route and 
the coin was rolling in but they had 
calculated without noticing the spec- 
ial Act of Assembly for Bucks county, 
which forbids hawking and peddling, 
under a penalty of Bfty dollars for 
each offense. Smith and his employ- 
er, Strong, were arrested and lined, 
but it was a pity to give up such n 
desirable territory to the people who 
lived there and paid their taxes in 
Pennsylvania. Strong sold Smith the 
horse, wagon, harness, bread boxes, 
etc., and Smith went into business 
for himself, still, however, maintain- 
ing a residence in Trenton, and, as 
was alleged, having no real owner- 
ship In the team, only enough to 
throw dost in the eyes of the Penn- 
sylvania law. Every day 
when 
Smith loaded up, the bread was 
counted; when he returned BO did 


the unsold bread and he only paid 
for what he sold. To make his posi- 
tion stronger, Smith rented a store 
with two clerks for which he paid, 
for services of clerks and ail, vthe 
enormous sum of two dollars a week. 
He never wont to the store except tn 
leave bread there and never personal- 
ly furnished or sold any bread from 
the store. And then he took another 
step forward; he bought and paid for 
a mercantile license, the cheapest he 
could get, and then started business 
again only to lie arrested again but 
tuo second time he escaped through 
the Ignorance of the magistrate, but 
Justice had marked him down and 
lost September be was arrested for 
the third time, taken before 'Squire 
Willis Wall, of the county-seat, and 
fined. He appealed and on the trial 
of the case was again fined, this 
time, one hundred dollars, by the 
jury, under the 
instructions of his 


Honor, Judge Stout. The case was 
hardly and bitterly fought. Smith 
had used every device that he or his 
attorneys could think of to evade the 
law but fulled. 
It Is a good law and 


shoud always be enforced. Those of 
us who live hero, pay in county, 
sehool and other laKes, are entitled to 
itsproiixilon and U i- ,i good thing 
to have an occasional case of this 
kind tried In our courts as a warning 
to outsiders to stay out. 


The last case tried was a wonder. 


It cost Bucks county nearly a hun- 
dred dollars, and all over a worthless 
cur or one nearly so.

eventually falling to nine and then 
to five, but Effing would only give 
two and a half at first but finally 
idvanced to three dollars.

Effing won out, the jury giv- 
ing Elm u verdict for eighteen dollars 
and costs.

In regards to lansdowne being 
manufactured at a cost of eleven cents 
a yard, I am not in a position to dis- 
cus that question ; I merely judge It 
by the rest of his bragging. 
There were rich "oppressors" in the 


da s -when Rockefeller, Hill, Car- 
negie and hosts of ollicra were poor 
struggling 'working men. Why were 
they uot crushed and ground by the 
"blood suckers" and "tyrants?" I 
shall answer that question myself, 
because they had the self-raising ma- 
teiitil in them that cannot be downed.

A Deadly Comparison. 


Kansas City Times. 


Thanksgiving table supplies con- 


sisting of a nine-pound turkey, plum 
pudding for four, mincemeat for three 
pies, celery, parsley, quart of cran- 
berries, pound of mixed nuts and three 
pounds of sweet potatoes were sold in 
Chicago ten years ago Thursday for 
.$1.9o. Last Thursday precisely the 
same supplies cost $4.25. If this diff- 
erence is a little above the average, it 
is still safe to assume that tbe prices 
of these and similar articles have 
practically doubled in the last ten 
years. The Department of Commerce 
and Labor at V\asbington found a year 
ago that the increase in tbe cost of 
living in ten years had been forty- 
nine per cent. 
Meanwhile the increase in wages 


has been small and tbe increase in 
salaries has been still smaller. And 
since tbe increase in pay has not been 
nearly so large as the increase In the 
cost of living, how have the masses 
adapted themselves to tbe new situ- 
ation? Tbe answer is plain. They 
hove simply—and necessari ly—lowered 
their standaids of living. The matter 
of income is, after all, measured by 
what tbe income will buy, not by its 
definition in dollars and cents. The 
incomes of the masses will not begin 
to purchase now what they did ten 
years ago, nor what they did two 
years ago; but unless there is check 
in the encroachments of organized 
greed, they still purchase more than 
they will hereafter. 


The greatest of all factors in the in- 


crease of tbe cost of living is tbe pro- 
tective tariff. The protective tariff, 
in its extreme abuses, is also the chief 
cause of the concentration of wealth. 
And aside from the general suffering 
that arises from the inequitable dis- 
tribution of wealth through tbe tarilf- 
pratected trusts and the conditions 
they 
create, this concentration of 


wealth is tbe greatest of all menaces 
to the political security of the Nation.
